!-!•  The  presiding  officer  of  the 
Senate  is  the  president  and  the  presid- 
iny  officer  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives is  the  speaker*  The  presiding 
officer  of  each  house  shall  take  the 
chair  on  every  legislative  day  at  the 
hour  to  which  that  house  adjourned  at 
the  last  sitting*  After  call  to  order t 
prayer  by  the  chaplain  and  roll  callt  a 
report  on  the  Journal  for  the  preceding 
legislative  day  shall  be  given  in  the 
presence  of  a  quoruat  and  each  house 
shall  proceed  with  the  regular  order  of 
busi  ness* 

I'2«  The  presiding  officert  or  any 
member  acting  as  presiding  officer*  of 
each  house  shall  preserve  order  and 
decorum*  and  in  case  of  disturbance  or 
disorderly  conduct*  may  order  the 
galleries  or  lobbies  to  be  cleared* 

1-3*  The  presiding  officer  of  each 
house  has  general  control  and  direction 
of  the  hall*  chamber*  rooms*  passages 
and  corridors  of  the  house  over  which  he 
presides*  Reporters  on  assignment  in 
either  house  are,  subject  to  placement  by 
the  presiding  officer* 

1-4*  The  presiding  officer  of  each 
house  shall  decide  all  questions  of 
order*   subject  to  an   appeal   by   any 
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member  seconded  by  two  other  members*  No 
member  may  speak  more  than  once  on  an 
appeal  without  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  house  of  which  he  i s  a  member* 

I-S*  When  a  member  desires  to  speak  he 
shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding 
officer  andt  being  recognized?  shall 
speak  standing  in  his  place  unless  the 
presiding  officer  grants  permission  to 
speak  from  some  other  place  on  the 
floor*  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at 
the  same  time  the  presiding  officer 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  to  speak 
first* 

1-6*  When  a  member  has  been  called  to 
ordert  he  shall  sit  down  until  the  pre- 
siding officer  determines  whether  he  is 
in  order  or  not*  If  the  member  is  called 
to  order  for  words  spoken  in  debate*  the 
language  excepted  to  shall  be  taken  down 
in  writing  by  the  chief  clerk  or  secre- 
tary* 

1-7*  Questions  of  privilege  are: 
firstf  those  affecting  the  collective 
rights*  safety*  dignity*  and  integrity 
of  the  proceedings  of  either  house;  and 
second*  those  affecting  the  rights* 
reputation  and  conduct  of  individual 
members  of  either  house  in  their   capac- 
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ity  as  members*  A  question  of  privilege 
affecting  either  house  collectively 
takes  precedence  over  a  question  of 
privilege  affecting  an  individual 
member* 

l-8«  The  presiding  officer  of  each 
house  shall  sign  all  subpoenas  approved 
or  issued  by  the  house  over  which  he 
presides*  The  presiding  officer  shall 
certify  the  payroll  as  prepared  by 
Legislative  Council  staff* 

1-9*  (1)  A  communication  or  paper 
shall  be  addressed  to  the  presiding 
officer  and  shall  bear  the  name  of  the 
person  submitting  it*  Mhen  the  reading 
of  a  paper  is  called  for  and  a  member 
objects?  it  shall  be  determined  by  a 
vote  of  the  house  without  debate*  This 
subse<:tion  does  not  apply  to  bills  or  to 
communications  from  the  governor  or  the 
other  house* 

(?)  A  paper  for  or  against  proposed 
legislation  may  not  be  placed  on  the 
desks  of  the  members  or  circulated 
within  the  chamber  unless  the  person 
responsible  has  signed  it  and  has 
received  permission  from  the  presiding 
officer  to  distribute  it  in  the  house 
concerned* 
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l-10«  Wheri  the  presiding  officer  is  a 
meaiber  of  the  house  over  which  he  is 
presiding  he  shall  vote  as  any  other 
member  and  may  not  vote  a   second  time. 
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CHAPTER  2 
NeetingSf  Quorums  and  Attendance 

2-l«  The  hour  of  meeting  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  as 
ordered  by  the  Senate  or  House* 

2*2*  Lobbying  on  the  floor  of  the 
Senate  or  House  of  Representatives  is 
prohibited  during  the  session  and  within 
one  hour  prior  to  the  commencement  of  a 
session  and  within  one-half  hour  after 
recess  or  adjournment* 

2-3*  The  sessions  of  the  legislature 
and  of  the  Committee  of  the  Wholet  all 
committee  meetingst  and  all  hearings 
shall  be  open  to  the  public  (Montana 
Constitutiont  Art*  Vt  Sec*  10(3))* 

2-4*  Neither  house  shallt  without  the 
consent  of  the  others  adjourn  or  recess 
for  more  than  three  dayst  nor  to  any 
other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two 
houses  shall  be  sitting  (Montana  Const i-^ 
tutiont  Art*  V«  Sec*  10(5))* 

2-5*  A  majority  of  each  house  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business*  but 
a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day*  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
member sv  in  such  manner  and  under   such 
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penalties  as  oach  house  may  prescribe 
(Montana  Cor«stitution«  Art*  V«  Sec« 
10(2)). 

2~6«  Unless  he  is  excusedt  a  member  pf

Z-lm  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum*  a 
majority  of  members  present  in  either

2-8*  If  a  quorum  is  present*  five 
bers  of  the  Senate  may  order  a  call  of 
the  Senate*  and  fifteen  members  of  ttie 
House  of  Representatives  may  order  a 
call  of  the  House* 

2-9*  On  a  call  of  either  house*  a 
member  who  refuses  to  attend  may  be 
arrested  by  the  sergeant-at-arms  or  any 
other  person*  as  the  majority  of  such 
members  present  shall  direct*  Mhen  the 
attendance  of  an  absent  member  is 
secured  after  a  call  of  either  house*  if 
the  house  of  which  he  is  a  member 
refuses  to  excuse  his  absence*  he  shall 
not  be  paid  any  per  diem  during  hfs 
absence  and  is  liable  for  the  expensfs 
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incurred  in  procuring  his  attendance* 

^->10«  During  a  call  of  either  housev 
all  business  of  that  house  shall  be  sus- 
pended* After  a  call  has  been  ordered  no 
motion  is  in  order  except  a  notion  to 
adjourn  or  remove  the  call*  The  call  nay 
be  removed  by  a  two-thirds  vote* 

2-11*  If  either  house  is  in  session 
upon  a  given  dayt  whether  or  not  the 
other  house  is  in  session?  that  day 
shall  constitute  a  legislative  day* 
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CHAPTER  3 
Legislative  E«p1oyees 

3'I*  The  legislature  shall  prescribe 
the  compensation  of  the  officers  and 
employees  of  each  house  by. joint  resolu- 
tion* Each  house  shall  prescribe  the 
duties  of  its  officers  and  employees  and 
no  payment  shall  be  made  from  the  state 
treasury?  or  be  in  any  way  authorized  to 
any  such  persont  except  to  an  acting 
officer  or  employee  elected  or  appointed 
in  pursuance  of  law* 

3'2*  The  Legislative  Council  shall  be 
responsible  for  maintaining  personnel 
files. 

3-3*  The  committee  on  legislative 
administration  of  each  house  shall 
appoint  secretaries  for  standing  or  spe- 
cial committees  on  recommendation  of  the 
committee  chairman?  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  respective  houses*  A 
secretary  for  a  standing  or  special  com- 
mittee is  immediately  responsible  to  the 
committee  chairman*  but  when  not  occu- 
pied with  the  duties  of  a  committeev 
shall  work  under  the  direction  of  the 
chief  stenographer  of  each  house*  The 
Legislative  Council  shall  hire  all 
engrossing  and  enrolling  typists  and 
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proofreaders  who  are   under  the  direction 
of  the  bills  coimnittee* 

3-4*  The  presiding  officer  and  the 
majority  and  Minority  floor  leader  of 
each  house  nay  each  appoint  a  private 
secretary* 

3*5*  The  secretary  of  the  Senate  and 
chief  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives are  responsible  to  the  presiding 
officers  of  their  respective  houses* 
Their  duties  are: 

(a)  to  have  custody  of  all  records* 
bills*  documents  and  other  papers; 

(b)  to  supervise  the  maicing  and  exam- 
ination of  the  journal  and  the  handling 
of  bills  and  resolutions; 

(c)  to  deliver  to  the  appropriate 
officers  or  offices*  as  set  forth  in 
these  rules  during  the  session  or  at  the 
close  of  each  session*  the  Journal*  bill 
books  and  resolution  books*  and  all 
copies  of  introduced  and  engrossed  bills 
and  joint  resolutions; 

(d)  to  collect  from  the  chairman  or 
secretaries  of  all  standing  committees* 
special   committees*   Committees  of  the 
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Wholet  and  conference  committeest  the 
minutes  of  such  committees  and  deliver 
them  to  the  state  historical  society* 

3-6*  Journal  clerks?  bill  clerks* 
typists*  and  other  employees  responsible 
for  legislative  functions*  except  secre- 
taries for  standing  or  special  commit- 
tees* secretaries  to  presiding  officers* 
and  secretaries  to  majority  and  minority 
floor  leaders*  are  immediately  respon- 
sible to  the  secretary  of  the  Senate  or 
the  chief  clerk  of  the  House*  subject  to 
the  general  supervision  of  the  presiding 
officer* 

3-7*  The  duties  of  the  engrossing  and 
enrolling  clerks  are: 

(a)  to  engross  or  enroll  all  bills 
delivered  to  them  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  they  have  been  received* 
unless  further  time  is  granted*  in  writ- 
ing* by  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
house  in  which  the  bill  originated; 

(b)  to  correct  clerical  errors*  with 
the  consent  of  the  secretary  of  the 
Senate  or  chief  clerk  of  the  House  of 
Representatives*  in  any  bill  originating 
in  the  house  by  which  they  are  employed* 
Clerical  errors  such  as  the  following 
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nay  be  corrected: 

(i)   errors  in  spelling 

(ii)  errors  in  numbering  sections 

(iii)  adding  or  deleting  underlining 
or  lines  through  natter  to  be  striclcen 

(iv)  material  copied  incorrectly  frofli 
the  Montana  Code  Annotated* 

The  secretary  of  the  Senate  or  chief 
clerk  of  the  House  shall  obtain  written 
permission  from  the  principal  sponsor 
before  such  corrections  are  made* 

When  a  committee  is  the  sponsor  of  a 
billf  any  member  thereof  so  designated 
by  the  chairman  may  be  the  principal 
sponsor  for  the  purpose  of  this  section* 

3-8*  (1)  The  sergeants-at-arms  are 
responsible  to  the  presiding  officers  of 
their  respective  houses*  Their  duties 
are: 

(a)  to  maintain  order  under  the 
direction  of  the  presiding  officer; 

(b)  to  execute  commands  and  serve  all 
processes; 
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(c)   to  receivev  distribute  and  have 
custody  of  suppi ies* 


3-9»  The  assistant  sergeant-at-ariiSt 
doorkeepers*  watch»ent  janitorst  pages 
and  other  enployees  responsible  for 
general  housekeeping  functions  are 
iiiiflied  lately  responsible  to  the 
sergeant-at-arss*  subject  to  the  general 
supervision  of  the  presiding  officer* 

3-10«  The  duties  of  the  chaplain  of 
each  house  are  to  open  each  day*s 
session  with  a  prsYmr* 

3-1 !•  A  legislative  aide  is  a  person 
who  has  registered  with  the  clerk  of  the 
House  or  secretary  of  the  Senate  and  has 
been  issued  a  distinctive  identification 
form  such  as  a  name  tag*  Such 
identification  may  be  issued  only  upon 
receiving  written  verification  from  a 
meoiber  that  the  person  involved  is 
serving  hin  as  an  aide*  A  person  may  not 
represent  hinself  to  be  a  legislative 
aide  unless  he  carries  such 
identification*  The  sergeants-at-arms 
and  doorkeepers  shall  enforce  this  rule* 
Legislative  aides  «ust  be  of  legal  age 
unless  otherwise  approved  by  the 
presiding  officer* 
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No  Member  nay  designate  more  than  one 
aide  without  the  approval  of  the  Rules 
Committee  of  the  house  involved* 

Qualifications  for  legislative  interns 
are  specified  in  Title  5t  chapter  6f 
NCA«  « 

3'12*  An  employee*  legislative  aide  or 
legislative  intern  of  either  house  is 
prohibited  from  lobbying  as  defined  in 
Section  5-7-102(1) f  HCA*  However*  such 
person  may  testify  before  a  committee  of 
either  house  on  the  request  of  the  com* 
mittee*  Any  person  violating  this  rule 
shall  be  discharged* 

3-13*  Disputes  or  complaints  involving 
the  competency  or  decorum  of  a  leg  is* 
lative  employee  shall  be  referred  to  the 
committee  on  legislative  administration 
of  the  house  by  which  the  employee  is 
employed*  The  committee*  in  its  discre- 
tion* may  dismiss*  suspend  or  retain  the 
employee*  The  committee  on  legislative 
administration  shall  periodically  review 
the  roster  of  employees  and  shall  dis- 
miss surplus  employees* 

3-14*  The  offices  of  the  Legislative 
Council  shall  serve  both  the  Senate  and

(5)  to  lay  on  the  table 

(6)  for  the  previous  question 

(7)  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day 

(8)  to  refer  or  commit 
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(9)  to  aii«nd 

(10)  to  postpone  indefinitely* 

A  question  nay  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned by  a  majority  roll  call  vote  of 
all  netibers  present  and  voting*  When  a 
bill  or  resolution  is  postponed  indefi- 
nitely* it  is  finally  rejected  and  nay 
not  be  acted  upon  again  during  the  bien- 
niuii  except  upon  a  notion  of  recon- 
sideration made  pursuant  to  Rule  5-4* 

5-3*  Mo  motion  or  proposition  on  a 
subject  different  from  that  under  con- 
sideration shall  be  admitted  under  color 
of  amendment  or  substitute* 

5-4*  Any  member  may*  on  the  day  the 
vote  was  taken  or  on  the  next  day  the 
house  in  which  the  action  was  tal^en  is 
in  session*  move  to  reconsider  the  ques- 
tion* A  motion  to  reconsider  may  not  be 
withdrawn  after  such  next  legislative 
day  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
house  concerned*  and  thereafter  any 
member  may  call  it  up  for  consideration; 
however*  a  motion  to  reconsider  made 
after  the  fifty-fourth  day  of  the 
session  shall  be  disposed  of  when  made* 
A  lotion  to  recall  a  bill  from  the  other 
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house  constitutes  notice  to  reconsider 
and  shall  be  acted  on  as  a  notion  to 
reconsider*  A  motion  to  reconsider  or  to 
recall  a  bill  fron  the  other  house  may 
be  made  only  under  Order  of  Business  No* 
6*  and  under  that  order  of  business 
takes  precedence  over  all  motions  except 
motions  to  recess  or  adjourn* 

5-3*  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  is 
laid  on  the  tablet  a  two-thirds  majority 
is  required  to  talce  it  from  the  table* 
When  a  motion  to  reconsider  failst  the 
question  is  finally  and  conclusively 
settled* 

5-6*  (I)  Except  as  provided  in  sub*

6*1«  Thm  only  types  of  instruiients 
other  than  bills  which  may  be  introduced 
in  either  house  of  the  legislature  are 
as  follows: 

(1)  A  simple  resolution  is  a 
formalized  motion  passed  by  one  house 
only  and  bears  the  heading  **House  Reso- 
lution* or  "Senate  Resolut  ion***  It  may 
be  used  to  adopt  or  amend  the  rules  of 
one  hous«  or  to  provide  for  the  internal 
affairs  of  the  house  adopting  it*  It 
does  not  require  three  readings  or  a 
roll  call  vote*  A  member  offering  a 
simple  resolution  may  read  it  in  his 
place  before  introduction*  When  a 
simple  resolution  has  been  introduced* 
it  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee* 
Final  action  shall  be  taken  on  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  report*  The  trans- 
mittal of  copies  of  simple  resolutions 
is  th«  responsibility  of  the  chief  clerk 
or  secretary  of  the  house  of  origin* 

A  copy  of  every  simple  resolution  is 
to  be  transmitted  after  adoption  to  the 
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secretary   of   state  by  the  secretary  of 
the  Senate  or  chief  clerk  of  the  House* 

(2)  A  joint  resolution  must  be 
adopted  by  both  houses  and  is  not 
approved  by  the  governor*  It  may  be  used 
to  express  desiret  opiniont  sympathy?  or 
request  of  the  legislature;  to  adopt  or 
amend  the  joint  rules;  to  ratify  or  pro- 
pose amendments  to  the  United  States 
Constitution;  and  to  direct  changes  to* 
repeal t  or  direct  adoption  of  a  rule  in 
the  Montana  Administrative  Code*  Except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  these  rules  oi; 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Hon* 
tanat  a  joint  resolution  is  treated  in 
all  respects  as  a  bill* 

A  copy  of  every  joint  resolution  is  to 
be  transmitted  after  adoption  to  the 
secretary  of  state  by  the  secretary  of 
the  Senate  or  chief  cleric  of  the  House* 

6-2*  Bills  shall  be  typewritten  on 
paper  eight  and  one-half  by  eleven 
inches  with  twenty-five  numbered  linest 
and  shall  be  introduced  in 
quadruplicate*  Pica  type  and  a  good 
blacic  ribbon  must  be  used*  Bills  shall 
be  numbered  at  the  foot  of  each  page 
(except  page  one)  and  shall  have  white 
covers   of   a  substantial   material*  In 
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sections  amending  existing  statutes t 
matter  to  be  stricken  out  shall  be  indi- 
cated with  a  line  through  the  words  or 
part  to  be  deleted?  and  new  natter  shall 
be  underlined*  Sections  of  the  Montana 
Code  Annotated  repealed  or  amended  in  a 
bill  shall  be  stated  in  the  title  except 
for  general  appropriation  bills  and 
bills  for  the  codification  and  general 
revision  of  the  laws*  Introduced  bills 
will  be  reproduced  on  white  paper  and 
distributed  to  legislators* 

6-3*  No  billt  except  general  appropri- 
ation bills*  and  bills  for  the  codifica- 
tion and  general  revision  of  the  lawst 
shall  contain  more  than  one  subject* 
which  shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  the 
title*  The  enacting  clause  of  every  law 
shall  be  as  follows:  ^'Be  it  enacted  by 
the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Mon- 
tana*** 

A  bill  shall  be  used  to  propose  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  Hontana  and  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  veto  of  the  governor  (Montana  Con- 
stitution* Art*  Vlt  Sec*  10(1))* 

6-4*  All  appropriation  bills  shall 
originate  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives* 
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The  general  appropriation  bills  shall 
embrace  nothing  but  appropriations  for

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CHAPTER  11 
Statement  of  Legislative  Intent 

ll-l.  Definition.  For  the  purpose  of 
compliance  with  the  Legislative  History 
Act  (Title  5f  chapter  ^^  part  ^t  MCA)f  a 
statement  of  legislative  intent  regard- 
ing a  bill  Mill  express  the  common 
understanding  of  those  components  of  the 
legislature  voting  on  the  bill*  This 
statement  differs  from  a  purpose  clause 
which  is  used  in  general  to  describe  the 
broad  overall  objectives  of  a  bill  while 
a  statement  of  intent  is  used  to  guide 
the  details  of  interpretation  by  those 
charged  with  implementation  of  the  bill 
and  is  phrased  in  terms  of  contingen- 
cies* examples  or  other  matter  inappro- 
priate for  expression  as  statutory  lan- 
guage* 

11-2*  Limitation*  A  statement  of 
intent  may  not  accompany  any  bill  that 
does  not  statutorily  require  one  unless 
a  committee  (standing  committee*  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  or  conference  commit- 
tee) agrees  by  a  two-thirds  vote  to 
attach  the  statement* 

11-3*  Statement  of  intent  to  accom- 
pany bill  —  when  —  how*  A  statement 
shall  accompany  a  bill  as  follows: 
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(1)  Statements  of  intent  are  required 
for  bills  delegating  rulemaking  or 
licensing  authority.  The  statement  shall 
be  entered  on  ALTERt  printed  on  paper  of 
the  same  color  and  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  billf  and  shall  bo  attached  to  the 
bill.  The  statement  shall  be  printed  on 
paper  of  the  same  color  as  the  bill  and 
attached  to  the  bill  on  all  subsequent 
printings  of  the  bill. 

(2)  The  standing  committee  of  the 
house  in  which  the  bill  originates  is 
responsible  for  authoring  a  statement  of 
intent  for  a  bill  requiring  one. 

Any  committee 
subsequently  considering  the  bill  may 
amend  a  previous  statement.  The  state- 
ment of  intent  will  be  reflected  in  the 
history  of  the  bill. 

11-5.  Conference  committee  on  intent 
only.  When  tho  second  house  concurs  in  a 
bill  without  amendments  but  supersedes  a 
previous  statement  of  intent»  the  bill 
may  not  be  enrolled  until  both  houses 
have  agreed  on  a  statement  of  intent.  If

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ARTICLE  V 
THE  LEGISLATURE 

Section  !•  Power  and  structure*  The 
legislative  power  is  vested  in  a  legis- 
lature  consisting  of  a  senate  and  a 
house  of  representatives*  The  people 
reserve  to  themselves  the  powers  of  ini- 
tiative and  referendum* 

Section  2*  Size*  The  size  of  the 
legislature  shall  be  provided  by  1aw« 
but  the  senate  shall  not  have  sore  than 
50  or  fewer  than  40  members  and  the 
house  shall  not  have  more  than  100  or 
fewer  than  80  members* 

Section  3*  Election  and  terms*  A

(4)  A  general  appropriation  bill 
shall  contain  only  appropriations  for 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  legis- 
lativet  executivet  and  judicial 
branchesf  for  interest  on  the  public 
debtf  and  for  public  schools*  Every 
other  appropriation  shall  be  made  by  a 
separate  billt  containing  but  one  sub- 
ject* 

(5)  No  appropriation  shall  be  made 
for  religious*  charitable*  industrial* 
educational*  or  benevolent  purposes  to 
any  private  individual*  private  associa- 
tion* or  private  corporation  not  under 
control  of  the  state*

required*  from  the  officers  of  the 
executive  branch  upon  any  subject  relat- 
ing to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices* 

(2)  He  may  require  Information  in 
writing*  under  oath*  from  all  officers 
and  managers  of  state  institutions*

ARTICLE  VII 
THE  JUDICIARY 

Section  l«  Judicial  power*  The  Judi- 
cial power  of  the  state  is  vested  in  one 
supreme  court*  district  courts*  Justice 
courtSf  and  such  other  courts  as  may  be 
provided  by  law* 

Section  2*  Supreme  court  Jurisdic- 
tion* (I)  The  supreme  court  has  appel-
